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The proposal, said to be favored by the 
federal government, that a native Cana- 
dian be appointed to the post of governor- 
general is iniquitous only as it unwarrant- 
ably limits the right of His Majesty to 
choose his own representative in this 
country. ‘ 

If the King, of his own will and initia- 
tive, should confer this honor upon a native 
Canadian, the people of Canada would be 
pleased. : 

But any effort to restrict his choice by 
parliamentary action or even by cabinet 
action would’ only succeed in diminishing 
the dignity of the office and the dignity 
and influence of the Crown. 

The pertinent point in this proposal is 
that Canada must decide whether she is 
prepared to sustain the monarchic system 
of government, which obtains at present, 
or discard it entirely. 

Certainly the process of whittling away 
the royal prerogatives, little by little, con- 
stitutes a mean and insidious attack on 
royalty which reflects little credit upon 
the courage and courtesy of the whittlers. 

Some Canadians appear to believe that 
any custom which perpetuates the influ- 
ence of His Majesty in Canada is a custom 
which derogates from Canadian s0v- 
ereignty and places Canada in vassalage 
to Britain.

Canadian As Governor 


It is incredible that such a stupid and 
unenlightened view shouid persist. 

The King's relation to Canada has 
nothing at all to do with the United King 
dom. , 

He reigns in Canada, not as an English- 
man, but as the first Canadian citizen, not 
as King of England, but as King of Can- 
ada, specifically and separately crowned 
with that title. 

Canada's only remaining connection with 
the parliament of the United Kingdom is 
the right of that parliament, specified in 
the Statute of Westminster, to amend the 
Brtish North America Act, which is Can- 
ada’s written constitution. 

That right, we understand, is to be 
relinquished by Britain's parliament at the 
request of the Canadian government. 

It is a proper and seemly step, because 
in no respect, remote or immediate, should 
the people of Canada be governed, directly 
or indirectly, by an assembly elected by 
the people of Britain. 

Thus the King has come to be the final 
remaining link that holds together the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 

To weaken that link, by imposing par- 
liamentary mandates on the royal will in 
the matter of such things as viceregai ap- 
yointmerts, is to weaken the fabric of an 
imperial structure that confers security, 
stability and peace upon the entire world.

Prime Minister Stalin has sent 
a message of congratulations to 
the leaders of the new Soviet- 
dominated East German republic 
in which he characterizes the 
advent of this regime as a “turn- 
ing point in the history of 
Europe.” 

That sweeping statement may 
be window dressing for a formal 
occasion, but it’s one which we 
shouldn't dismiss lightly as just 
another bit of political propa- 


ganda. It is a shrewd observa- 
tion by one of the world’s 
shrewdest minds It certainly 


could be an accurate forecast for 

t's within the range of possibil- 
ity though it may not be prob- 
able. 

The significance of the Com- 
munist chief's appraisal, as I see 
it, rests in a point which this 
column has been emphasizing— 
that Germany is the heart of 
Buropean continental develop- 
ments, That was true before the 
war, and it will be true again. 

Germany is the key which wiil 
unlock the door to peaceful 
development or the door to 
trouble. It isn't just a freak of 
fortune that the cold war has 
revolved about the fallen Reich. 

So if oné may be permitted to 
try to read Stalin’s mind, he is 


figuring on the ultimate umity 
of the new Red East German 
republic and the Democratic 


western republic which recently 
was formed from the zones oc- 
eupied by Britain, the United 
States and France. He thinks 
that the unified Germany will be 
Communistic 

Well, it’s bet thal there 
will be a combination of the two 
parts of Germany. Whether the 
union will be Communistic or 
Democratic remains to be deter- 
mined. However, let's assume 
for the sake of argument that he

Conducts Tests 
At Wetaskiwin 


WETASKIWIN, Oct. 15. Wetaski- 
win fire department put in « busy 
afternoon on W ednesday, when 
they inspected al schools and also 
Visited all hotels and restaurants 
besides other places of business 
checking fire alarm systems fire 
escapes and general safety condi 
tions 

In the majority of places exam 
ined conditions were found to be 
satisfactory. A numb of places 
were warned to instal! fire extin 
fuishers and others were warned 
of the dangers of inflammable 
rubbish. 

First school visited was the Alex 
andra three-storey school. The 
alarm was sounded without the 
slightest warning and in 70 seconds 
400 children had assembled on the 
grounds outside and teachers were 
calling the roll 
OUT IN 30 SECONDS 

Sacred Heart Separate school 
was then visited. Class rooms are 
all on one floor with both front 
and rear egress. The 85 children 
in this school were all clear in 30 
seconds. 

At the King Edward school 
when the alarm was scunded 115 
children were out of the building 
from its two floors in 5C seconds 

The new high school does not 


present much of a problem so far| 


as evacuation in a hurry is con- 
cerned. There are at least eight 
doors of egress and it is also 
equipped with fire doors which op- 
erate automatically. The 175 stu 
dents we all outside as well as 
their teachers in 21 seconds
